OF ORDINARY MEETINGS. 


x. Tue ordinary meetings of the Society hall com- 
mence the laft Saturday but one of Oétober, and be held 
every Saturday until twelve fets of members thall have 
read their differtations. Each ordinary meeting for 
, private bufinefs fhall commence at fix o’clock P. M. and 
thall not be protracted beyond feven. If the private bu- 
finefs fhould not then be finifhed, it fhall be refumed 
. either at the next ordinary meeting, or at an extraordi- 
nary one to be appointed for that purpole}+. An ad-

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journment of afew minutes fhall take place after the 
private bufinefs, when the public bufinefs fhall come 
mence, and continue, with an adjournment of a few 
minutes between the cafe and queftion, until the meet- 
ing be diflolved by the Prefident, 

2. The names of the ordinary attending members fhall 
be called over by the Secretary, at the beginning and end 
of private bufinefs, at the beginning of publie bifinefs, 
during the interval between the cafe and queftion, and 


_ at the end of public bufinefs. If any of the members be 


abfent from either of the roll-calls, at private bufinefs, 
he fhall be fined 6 d.; if from both 1s.; if from one of the 
roll-calls (public bufinefs) 6d. if from two 1s, and if 
from the whole three 1s. 6d. 

3. Any member may petition for leave of abfence 
from the meetings of the Society for a limited time, pro- 
vided he be not to give in diflertations within three 
weeks. This petition fhall cireulate a week, and then be 
determined by ballot, three-fourths of the Society being 
required for its admiflion ; and if rejected, a fecond peti- 
tion cannot be prefented by the fame member, during 
the fame feflion, founded on fimilar reafons. During the 
permitted time of abfence, the perfon who has obtained 


~ Gt hall enjoy none of the privileges of a member. And’ 


if, after the expiration of this term, he fhould be abfent 
from three fucceflive ordinary meetings, without a fuf- 
ficient apology, he fhall thereby incur the penalty of ex= 
pulfion. : 
' 4+ The Secretary fhall, on every night of meeting, 
examine the lit of abfentees ; ; and if any honorary or 
extraordinary member, whofe name may be on the lift 
of circulation, fhould have been abfent three fucceflive 
nights, without a fufficient excufe, he fhall not be per- 
mitted 
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: mitted to receive the differtations and minutes the re- 

“mainder of that feflion: Nor fhall he, in any future fef- 

fion, receive them, until he thall have petitioned the So- 
ciety, and obtained permiffion. . 

5- No perfon fhall publith, or intentionally furnith aa 

ny other perfon with materials for publifhing, any of 

the tranfaétions of the Society without their authority. 

Any member infringing this law, incurs the penalty of 

expulfion. 
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OF EXTRAORDINARY MEETINGS.

z. ‘Wuen one third of the Society may think an ex- 
traordinary meeting requifite, the Prefident in office fhalt 
appoint it within forty-eight hours, unlefs the member 
propofing it confent to its being later. 

2. The roll fhall be called at the beginning and end of 
_ the meeting ; and if any member is abfent at either roll- 
call, he fhall be. fined 1s. and if from bothas. The 
following appeals to be confidered valid ; confinement for 
one day by illnefs, engagements at other focieties, at 
claffes, abfence from town two miles. 

3. The firft Wednefday after the laft ordinary meeting 
of each feffion, there fhall be an extraordinary meeting, 
“for the purpofe of colleéting the money due to the Socie- 
ty. 
4. The fucceeding Saturday there fhall be another ex~ 
traordinary meeting, for the purpofe of receiving the re~ 
port of the committee, which fhall have been appointed 
to examine the accounts of the Prefidents. 


CHAP. 
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CHA PR HL . 


OF THE DECISIONS OF THE S§0. 
CIETY. 


at. Ween any propofal fhall be made to the Society, 
and feconded, ifit be not unanimoufly agreed to, it thall 
be determined by ballot at the enfuing ordinary meeting, 
except a propofal for an extraordinary meeting, which 
fhall be balloted for immediately. Any propofals made 
at an extraordinary meeting, and feconded, if not ob« 
jected to by one in ten; thall be balloted for immediately ; 
if otherwife, fhall be determined at an extraordinary 
meeting, to be appointed that day fe’ ennight. 

a. The manner of balloting fhall be as follows : Every 
member who may not choole to vote, having retired, 
‘each remaining member fhall receive a balloting ticket, 
which he fhall put into the admit or reje& fide of the 
balloting box, The Secretary fhall then count the num< 
ber of voters ; and, if this be found by the Prefident and 
four ordinary members fummoned each night in rotation, 
according to their feniority, (who. fhall always together 
examine the returns), to correipond with the number of

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balloting tickets in the box, the Prefident thall annouiice 
‘the decifion of the queftion, according to the proportion 
of tickets in the different fides. 

3- A propofal for adopting a new regulation * thall be 
admitted by the concurrent fuffrages of two thirds of 
the Society. A petition for a feat in the Society fhall be 
admitted upon the following conditions: When the num- 
bet of metnbers voting fhall be below twenty-nine, if 
there be not four negatives; when the number voting 
fhall be between twenty-eight and thirty-eight, if there 
be not five negatives ; between thirty-eight and forty- 
eight, if there be not fix, and fo on in the fame propor- 
tion. A propofal for the admiflion of an honorary mem-~ 
ber fhall be admitted, if there be not one negative for e~ 
_ ‘very ten members voting. A propofal for the admiflion, 
of a vifitor fhall be admitted, if there be not two nega~ 
tives. A petition for a certificate fhall be admitted, by 
a majority of the Society. A petition for leave to alter 
the turn of delivering differtations fhall be admitted, if 
there be not fix negatives. A petition for altering the 
fubjeéts of differtations, or of new members for leave to 
write on particular fubjeéts, fhall be admitted by the fuf- 
frages of two-thirds of the Society. 

3. The fenfe of the Society, colleGted from the fufs 
frages of a majority by ballot, fhall in all other cafes re« 
gulate their decifions.

tr. Every petition for an ordinary feat, fhall be pre« 
fented in due time, at an ordinary meeting, by fome 
one member, who {hall not be at liberty to make a re-~ 
commendatory fpeech in favour of the candidate; but a 
written recommendation fhall be affixed to every fuch 
petition when it is prefented, figned by no fewer 
than fix, and not more than twelve members. The 
{fpirit of the following recommendation to be pre- 
ferved. We the underwritten members of the Medical 
‘Society of Edinburgh, atteft upon our honour, that we 
believe the petitioner is perfectly qualified to become an 
ufeful member to the Society. 

a. No petition fhall be balloted for more than once 
the fame evening, unlefs on the difcovery of a miftake 
in the ballot. 

3- No petition fhall be received from the fame candi« 
date more than for three times the fame feffion. 

4. Admiflions into the Society fhall take place be« 


tween the 1ft of November and 1ft of May.

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s. If any member afk or promife his vote for er as 
gainfl a candidate, he thall incur the penalty of 10s. 6d, 

6. A copy of the Laws fhall be fent to each newe- ~ 
le&ted member, by the perfon who fhall have prefented 
his petition. The new ele&ted member may fign the 
Laws (at the appointed time *) any of the three nights 
of ordinary meeting fucceeding his election: But, if he 
negle& to fign them the firft night, he fhall incur the pe- 
nalty ofa crown. If he continue his negleé& the fecond 
night, he fhall incur the penalty of another crown. And, 
if he continue his negleét the third night, he fhall forfeit 
the right of ever becoming a member, 

4. Whatever member aflumes to himfelf a title of the 
Society which he has not lawfully acquired, fhall be fined 
two guineas, and fhall be obliged to relinquifh the title 
he has aflumed ; or by non-compliance with either of 
thefe, fhall be expelled.

2. An extraordinary member thall enjoy all the pri- 
vileges of an honorary member. 


B CHAP. 
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OF CORRESPONDING MEMBERS. 


x. Any perfon who has fent fome communication to the: 
Society, or has publifhed his opinions in any other man- 
ner, may be propofed as a correfponding member. The 
propofal fhall be circulated with the papers, and determi- 
ned at the next ordinary meeting in the fame we. as 2 
petition for an ordinary feat. 

2. A correfponding member {hall enjoy all the privi- 
leges of a perpetual vifitor. In return for which, he 
fhall communicate to the Society any obfervations or ca- 
fes, that fhall feem to him worthy of their attention. 

_ 3. The perfon who fhall have propofed a correfpond- 
ing member, fhall, after eleGtion, fend him an account of 
his privileges and duty, accompanied with a diploma *.

OF HONORARY MEMBERS. 


‘Ze Any perfon, after the rft of January, may be pro- 
pofed as an honorary member. The propofal fhall be 
affixed to fome confpicuous place in the library for one 
month, and then determined at the fubfequent ordinary 
meeting. 

2. An honorary member {hall enjoy all the privileges 
of an ordinary member, except fuch as are otherwife pare 
ticularly fpecified. He fhall, befides, be excufed from 
writing diflertations, attending meetings, and paying 
contributions. 

3- If he receive the papers in circulation *, he thall 
be fubjected to all thofe laws, from which he is not pare 
ticularly exempted.

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CHAP. VII. 
OF. PRESIDENTS. 


I. On the firft ordinary meeting of the Society, after 
the 16th of November, (or on the 16th of November, if 
an ordinary meeting happen that day), the Prefident fhall 
appoint the election of Annual Prefidents to take place 
at the next ordinary meeting. 

2. Intimation of the appointment ‘hall be. circulated 
with the differtations and minutes. 

3. Each member fhall be called upon, according to fe- 
niority, to deliver to the Prefident a lift of thofe for 
whom he “may vote. A committee hall then be ap- 
pointed to examine the lifts, and to bring in a written 
report of the names of the members voted for, and of 
the number of votes for each. If. two vacancies fhould 
occur in the office of Prefident, during the feffion, the 
fame order fhall be followed in filling them up as at ms 
annual eleétion. 

4. No member {hall vote at the election, if he has not 
been admitted a month before the eleétion fhall take 
place, ‘and unlefs his name fhall have been in the lift of 
circulation for one week at leaft previous to the election. 

§- After the 1ft of December 1792, no perfon fhall be 

eligible 
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eligible to the office of Prefident, who ~_ not written 
| one complete fet of differtations. 

6. No extraordinary member, whofe name fhall not 
have been on the circulation for three weeks previous to 
the election of Prefidents, fhall be put on the circulation, 
unlefs he fignify his intention for that purpofe to the Se- 
cretary by letter. And any member who jhall falfify 
fuch letter, fhall fuffer the penalty of expuliion. 

7. The refolution of the Society, upon the zoth fas 
nuary 1787, (exprefling their fenfe with regard to the 
condué of extraordinary members), fhall be read aloud 
from the chair, immediately before any election of Pre- 
fidents. } 

8. If, at the beginning of any meeting, all the annual 
Prefidents be abfent, the office of Prefident fhall devolve 
on the fenior fhember prefent. But, if the Prefident 
whofe turn it may be to prefide, have occafion to leave 
the chair, he may fubftitute in his place another annual 
Prefident; or, if none of the other annual Prefidents be 
prefent, any member whom he may think proper. 

g- The four Prefidents fhall officiate according to fe~ 
‘niority. And, if the Prefident whofe turn it may be to 
take the chair fhould be abfent at the hour of meeting, 
without having obtained another Prefident to officiate in 
his ftead, he fhall be fined 1s. ; and, if he fhould not ap 
pear during the whole bufinefs, he fhall be fined half-a- 
crown, 

10, The four Prefidents fhall attend the loiutts of 
_ the Society, and be fubjeéted to fines, as ordinary mem- 
bers. : 

rr. No Prefident fhall be allowed to refign his office, 
without the confent of two-thirds of the Society. 

12. The 
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zz. The Prefident, whofe turn it may be to officiate 
at the public bufinefs of any meeting, is to officiate at 
the private bufinefs of the fucceeding ordinary ‘meeting, 
and at all extraordinary meetings which may occur du- 
zing the intervening week. . 

43. The Prefident fhall announce from the chair every 
wacancy which may occur in any office of the Society 
when it {hall have happened ; or, if it happenin the mid- 
dle of the week, at the enfuing ordinary meeting. He 
fhall take care that notice of it circulate in the minutes, 
and that it be filled up at the fucceeding eu J meet- 
mg. : 
14. The Prefident in office fhall draw up the minutes 
of private bufinefs, and fhall deliver them to the Secreta« 
zy to be tranfcribed into the records of the Society. 
‘The Prefident and Secretary fhall both fign the minutes ; 
and the Prefident fhall be refponfible for any omiffion or 
mift ake contained in them. 3 

15. The Prefident in office thall regulate the debates ; 
for any irregularity during which he may impofe a fine 
not exceeding 1s. If any perfonal, impolite, or difore 
derly expreflion, fhould occur during the debate, the 
Prefident thall immediately cenfure it. Should he be 
Imattentive to this, any member may remind him of 
his duty, and (if neceflary) may require him to take the 
opinion of the Society immediately, If the offending 
member refufe. to make fuch conceflions as the Society 
may judge proper, he fhall incur the penalty of expul- 
fion. But if, after he fhall have made fuch conceffions, 
any member fhould challenge him to a duel, that meme 
ber fhal] incur the penalty of expulfion. 

| 15. Any 
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16. Any member diffatisfied with the condu& of @ ° 
Prefident, may accufe him. An extraordinary meeting 
fhall be appointed for judging the accufation. If the 
Society find the allegations juft, the Prefident fhall be 
cenfured er depofed; if not, tae accufer fhall incur ths 
penalty of half a guinea. 


CHA P, 
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C3 A PIs 
OF THE TREASURER. 


Tue Treafurer thal? receive all the money of the S°° 
ciety ; and difburfe none of it without its order. He is 
to continue in office as long as he fhall faithfully per- 
form his duty. If a vacancy happen in his office, the 
fame form {hall be obferved in his ele¢tion as in that of 
@ Prefident. 


CHAP. 
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OF THE SECRETARY AND LIBRARIAN, 


1. Lue fame perfon fhall aé& both as Secretary and Li- 
brarian. So long as he fhall difcharge his duty faithful- 
- ly, he fhall receive L. 25 Sterling per annum. 

2. The Secretary fhall call over the names of the or- 
dinary members, at the times appointed by law. 

3. At private bufinefs, he fhall read the minutes of 
the preceding night. At public bufinefs, he fhall read 
the cafe and queftion, but not the diflertations on them. 

4. He fhall give to the Prefident, every night at the 
private bufinefs, a lift of the gentlemen who are to ap- 
point vifitors ; alfo of thofe who give in differtations on 
that and the following night; and alfo, the names of 
the gentlemen who are,appointed to examine the circu. 
Jation and periodical publications. 

5. He thall tranferibe into the récords all the tranfac- 
tions and minutes of the Society; and, at the end of each 
meeting, deliver fuch records to the Prefident, to be in- 
fpected and figned by him. Thefe minutes (tranfcribed 
into proper books), he fhall afterwards deliver, together 
with the differtations received, to the fenior member, e+

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very Sunday during the feflion, at eight o’clock in the 
morning. 

6. He fhall tranfcribe into a book kept in the Libra- 
ry for the ufe of the members, all the new laws and per- 
manent regulations agreed to by the Society, , within 
eight days after they have been paffed. 

4. He fhall give members notice when they are obliged 
to attend the committee of fines. 

8. He fhall receive the differtations and minutes, after 
they fhall have circulated among the members. 

g. In balloting, he fhall count the number of voters 
in the room ; and carry round the balls and box. 

zo. He fhall, in a book kept for that purpofe, and 
which fhall be allowed to lie on the Library table, mark. 
down the names of al] thofe gentlemen who may have 
been abfent from any of the roll-calls ; fpecifying the 
particular one, and the penalty incurred. He {hall alfo 
mark down, in the fame book, when ordered by the 
Prefident, the names, offences, and penalties of any per- 
fon who may have tranfgrefled any of the laws. 

11. On the fecond ordinary meeting in March, he fhall 
deliver to the committee appointed for feleting fubje&s 
for differtation, the cafes and queftions given in by the 
members. After the lots have been drawn, he hall, 
within the {pace of a fortnight at fartheft, tran{cribe into 
a book, to be kept in the Library for the infpedtion of 
the members, all the fets of papers, marking each fet 
with its proper number, and the name of the perfon, 
who is to write on the fubje&t it contains. He {hall 
then deliver to each perfon the original fet allotted to 
him, At the commencement of each fcflion, he fhall 

. | hang 
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hang up in the Library a lift, fpecifying the names of 
the authors for that year, and the fubjeéts of their dif- 
fertations. If he tranfgrefs any regulation of the above 
law, he fhall incur the penalty of 2s. 6d. for each of- 
fence. 

_ 12. There fhall be a book kept by the Secretary, in 
évhich he fhall regifter, at the end of every meeting, the 
fum of money received during that meeting. To this 
‘ account he fhall affix his name, and deliver the book to 
the Prefident who received the money, that it may be at- 
tefted by him alfo. 

13. If an extraordinary meeting be appointed, for the 
accufation of any member, the Secretary hall give in« 
formation of the day appointed, to the party accufing 
and the party accufed. 

14. The Secretary (as Librarian) fhall have the fole 
tharge of the Library, and fhall be accountable to the 
Society for every book that may be loft, for which no 
teceipt ftands in the book. If he refufe to make com- 
penfation, he fhall be difmiffed and profecuted. 

15. Vhe Librarian fhall not erafe the name of any 
book from the prefs-catalogue, unlefs by the defire and 
- under the infpection of a committee appointed for the 

_ purpofe. 

16. Whenever a book is added to the eed the 
Librarian fhall, within three weeks from the receipt of 
it, infert its name, &c. into the prefs-catalogue. For a-« 
ny infringement of this law, the Librarian fhall incur the 
pénalty of 6d. 

_ 49. He fhall not intruft any member with the keys of 
the Library, or fuffer any one to take down, or put up 
books into the book-cafe.

18. He fhall attend at the Library every Monday, 
Wednefday, and Friday, between the hours of four and 
fix in the afternoon, for the purpofe of giving out and 
receiving books from the members. After which hour 
he is not obliged to give out any books. 

19. The Librarian fhall lend books to members only ; 
and to no member in the name of another. He thall ee 
a receipt for every book, or books, lent out; which re- 
éeipt fhall be inferted intoa book kept for the purpofe, 
and figned by the member who takes out the books. 

20. The Librarian fhall not allow any member to have 
out more than twelve volumes from the Library at a 
time, except when a book confifts of a greater number of 
volumes ; in which cafe he may lend ont the whole 
work. 

21. When a book is returned, he fhall expunge it 
from the receipt-book immediately, under the penalty of 
five fhillings. 

22. On the firft ordinary meeting in December, and 
alfo that in April, the Librarian fhall intimate to every 
member who may have the Society’s books in their pof- 
feffion, the Society’s order, that thefe books be returned 
on or before the Friday following. He fhall give in to 
‘the committee of fines, a lift of thofe who negle& to o- 
bey that order. if he tranfgrefs this law, he fhall incur 
the penalty of 5s. 

_ 23. The Librarian fhall alfo be éntrufted with the 
care of the apparatus for making experiments. He shall 
give it out to members on the fame nights on which the 
Library is open, taking a proper receipt. He fhall be 
refponfible for any part of it which is loft or deftroyed, 
and for which he can produce no receipt. When any ° 

part 
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| part of it is returned, he fhall not erafe it from the re- 
ceipt-book, till it has been examined aud found in a pro- 
per ftate by one of the Library committee. He shall 
give members who may be ufing any part of the appara- 
tus, notice to return it at the fame time when the books 
of the Society are called in; and he fhall fine thofe who 
difobey, in the fame penalty. 

24. He fhall colle& and preferve the periodical publi- 
cations. 

25. For every negle&t of duty, not otherwife particu< 
larly fpecified, he fhall incur the penalty of 2 s. 6d. 

26. He thall attend Committees when ordered. © 

24. He fhall not be permitted to fpeak in the Society 


asamember: But, if accufed for negle& of duty, &c. | 


he may (on petition) be allowed to anfwer in his own de- 
fence, as.members, when accufed. - 

28. The Society may difmifs the Secretary at pleafure, 
upon giving him intimation of their intention four 
weeks before; or immediately, upon paying him a 

month’s wages from the time of his difmiffion. 
_ 29. He hall not be allowed to refign his office, with- 
out giving the Society four weeks notice ; during which 
time a committee fhall be appointed to examine into the 
ftate of the Library, to receive the keys, and fettle ac« 
counts with him, 
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CHAP. xt. 
OF VISITORS. 


1. Ar the private bufinefs of every ordinary mecting; 
the Prefident, whofe turn it may be to officiate at the 
public bufinefs of the next ordinary meeting, two mem- 
bers feleGted by rotation, according to feniority, and 
the authors of the cafe and queftion for the meetings on 
which their diflertations ate to be difcuffed, fhall appoint 
each one vifitor, to be admitted, if approved by the So- 
ciety, at the public bufinefs of the enfuing ordinary 
meeting. If any-member, whofe turn it may be to ap- 
point a vifitor, be abfent atthe time for making the ap- 
pointment, he fhall lofe his privilege, until it return to 
him again in rotation. 

2. For the firit public meeting of every feflion, the 
right of appointing vifitors fhall be extended to every ats 
tending member, who is prefent when the tickets are 
given out. 

3. After the nomination of the vifitors, their names 
fhali be read ; and if any objection fhould be made to a< 
- ny one, his admiffion fhall be balloted for immediately. 

4- Uhe fame perfon {hall not be appointed a vifitor 
tw.ce within one month,

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s- Any perfon who may not remain in Edinburgh 
jong enough to be appointed a vifitor in the ordinary 
manner, may be propofed and admitted on the fame

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OF PROVIDING SUBJECTS FOR DISSERTA<s 
TIONS. 


r. Ubon the firft ordinary meeting in March, the Prefi- 
dent fhall order eyery ordinary member, and fuch other 
members as teceive the books in circulation, to deliver 
to the Secretary, at the next ordinary meeting, the hif- 
tory of acafe, and a Medical or Philofophical queftion, 
each to be written on a feparate paper, and figned by the 
name of the perfon delivering them. 

2. Thefe papers fhall be delivered to a committee, 
who fhall fele& thirty-fix fets, confifting each of 
a cafe and queftion. If there fhall not have been a 
fufficient number of proper fubjeé&ts, the Prefident fhall 
appoint a fecond delivery, fo that thirty-fix fets may be 
procured. Each of thefe being numbered, and fealed up 
in a feparate cover, the whole fhall, at the next ordinary 
meeting, be delivered by the committee to the Secreta- 
ry, together with a report, fpecifying the names of the 
perfons whofe papers may. be contained in each of the 
numbered covers. 

3. The fets of papers having been thus returned, the 
Prefident fhall order that every perfon intending to write 
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_ the enfuing feflion, fhall, at the next meeting, declare (in — 
»perfon or by letter), his intention. Each of the thirty- 
fix fenior members, who intend to write, fhall then from. 
numbers, on flips of papers, correfponding with thofe 
- ‘marked in the feveral fets, draw one. + . 

4. After the lots fhall have been drawn, the Secreta 
ry fhall, within the {pace of a fortnight at fartheft, tran~ 
fcribe into a book, to be kept in the library for the in. 
f{peétion of the members, all the fets of papers, marking 
each fet with its proper number, and the name of the 
perfon who is to write upon the fubjects of it. He shall 
then deliver to each perfon the original fet allotted to 
him. And at the commencement of the enfuing feffion 
fhall hang up in the Library the names of thofe members 
who are to write, and the fubjects of their refpective dif. 
fertations. 

5. Any perfon may write on the fubjedts given in by 
himfelf, provided they fhall have met with the approba- 
tion cf the committee, and that he fhall have (in writ- 
ing) fignified his intention at the time of delivering in 
his fet. After the fubjeés fhall have been thus difpofed 
of, by lot or choice, any perfon who {hall make any al- 
teration, or alterations, in them, fhall be fined 5s. for 
each.
